RAVAGES OF TYPHOID 


Total of Nearly tO.OOO Cases Reported 


Among British Troops In Africa 


"L ndon, Dec. 12.—A question in th» 
honse of commons yesterday elicited 
the statement tbat there had been 15,- 
625 cases of typhoid fever among the 
Brit 1st troops in Soutn Africa, and that 
of *bis number SC42 proved fatal.

Gerard and General St. Ayr, 
with 78.800 picked soldiers of the grand 
array, ta see that the Dutch were turned 
ont «f Bclffium, bag and baggage. 


Marsksl Gerard at once called upon the 


garrisnn in the citadel of Antwerp to 
surrender. This was on NOT. 29, and ira- 
ajine the surprise of both Fiench and 
Belgians rrhen General Chasse, the 
Dutch eownnnder of this fortress, invit- 
ed his enea)ii>« to come and take it. 


Marshal 
Gerard 
warned 
General 


Chasse that he would Besiege and bom- 
bard the citsdel. "Besiege away." was 
the gallant Dutchman's reply, though he 
had enly 4,500 men under him, while out- 
side the walls his enemies numbered 
ico.eoo.

Freaek «p«Red fre •» tae Dutch, hut if 
the French made breaches in the wall by 
day, 
the Dutch labored and repaired 


them by night, and frow their lofty out- 
look they could see and knock over every 
gabien or approach the French made. 
With swj»*rii»r anas ar.d men the Trench 
fairly rag»d t» see themselves baffled and 
checked at pv»ry turn and tn hear all 
Enrr_ie langkiag at th*ir situation.

When Intervle-wed by 
a reporter ef the New York Sun before 
his dprmrture, the .lookey pcld that he 
vras greatly surprised at tbe news, as 
he was innocent of any wrongdoing. 
He said that while at the Newmarket 
meeting he had been called before the 
stewards and had then admitted to 
them that he_iad accepted a mount on 
Codomtn upon the condition that he 
was to get $1,000 if he won and noth- 
ing if he did not. He did not know 
that it was any infraction of the rules 
to make such an agreement, but as 
Codoman ran isecond he received noth- 
ing and was therefore clear of any vio- 
lation. As te betting on his mounts ha 
never had done so. Sleane concluded 
by saying that he would go to England 
on May 1 anyhow and ask for his 11- 
license and a heariBSf. "If I don't get 
them, 1 suppose I'll have te take to the 
woods." 


Among racing; men generally there 


appeared t» be little doubt tbe other 
night that, although Sloane was not 
actually ruled off by the English Jock- 
ey club for fraudulent riding, the ac- 
tion tafien is tantamount to a dismissal 
from the English turf and will in all 
probability end his career in the sad- 
dle In the United States as well as In 
England. It is exactly the same pro- 
cedure as was takpa in tbe case of the 
noted English jockey, C. Wood, who 
was denied 
a license on similar 


charges. He was kept down for two 
years, aftpr which time he developed 
Into a trainer, and that avocation he 
was pllowed to pursue by the Jockey 
club, as he had not been proved guilty 
of any absolute fraud. 


The decisions of the English Jockey 


club have always been recognized by 
the organization which controls racing 
in the United States, and there appears 
to be no ground for anticipating any 
exception in the case of Sloane. 
The 


mere fact that he has been Informed 
that a license will not be granted him 
In England vrill be sufficient to war- 
rant bis being refused should he apply 
for permission to ride here .next sea- 
son. Racing men were, not quite so 
unanimoT3» as to tbe probable action of 
the western turf congress, and It waa 
thought that perhaps the congress 
might take the stand that as no fraud 
had been charged against Slcnne he 
might be allowed to ride in the west- 
ern circuit. Other opinions were that 
the turf csBgre** would fall in line 
with the "Jockey cltiti, and this would 
mean the closing cf Sloane's career as 
a jockey. 


As to the chance of the English Jock- 


ey clrib reopen in j: the case and revers- 
ing Its decision en the application 
which Sleane says he Intends to make 
f*r a license n«it spring, there does not 
appear to be the slightest probability 
•f such action, as the clab rarely if 
ever recedes from a position when onca 
It Is assumed. 
It must be borne In 


mind, too. that the English authorities, 
In declining to issue a license to Sloane 
instead of ruling him off on charges, 
have taken th« easiest way out of the 
matter and at the same time have tak- 
en a step which eoineMfts with the 
prejudice whleh undoubtedly exists 
against American jeekeys IB general 
and Ted Slennc In particular. 


When a license Is denied to a jockey 


In England, he is «et permitted to enter 
a stand er iMclesur* en a»y race track. 
This wfll he a ssv«r« blow to Sleane, as 
it has b««n rnm«rod and generally be- 
lieved that Bloane eentemplated going 
Into partnership with Mr. Gardner, the 
Australian h*p** owner, next season. 
While her* t* rid* Ball.vheo Bey tn the 
Futurity, iltane purchased several ani- 
mals, and they war* shipped to Eng- 
land to prepare for tbe campaign next 
year. 


So far as the A»erican authoilties 


are concerned. It Is the Impression that 
If Sloane wishes to become identified 
with the turf In any capacity except 
that of a jockey he will be allowed to 
tJo so and that he may become either a 
trainer or an owner and be reasonably 
sure of being recognized by the Jockey 
club and western turf congress unless 
the English .Jockey cltib goes further 
than it has at present and actually 
roles him off. 


In tbe generftl discussion on tbe sub- 


ject of the great jockey's setback the 
action of the Trlnce of Wales In de- 
clining to ratify the contract of the 
!Aruerlean was brought up. and it was 
said that, as a mcmb*r of the Jockey 
club, the prince -had an intimation 
when he nude that s»*v* that Sloane 
would not receive a license next year 
mnd that he e«ic*I*4 th* contract to 
prevent the »wn>iH»tt»» of having his 
Jockey prtettcally rul*d e«. 


The rls« ««d fall «f •!•«•« ms.rU a 


peculiar *p*ob !» the annals of English 
t*rf history. 
Although Willie ilros 


preceUod him. S'.oane hss IIWH regard- 
ed as the pl*nei«r of* American jockey- 
Ism IB Eaftara<V which now has ar- 
rived at such a stage that it has prac- 
tically usurped tht privileges ef the 
English riders. At nrst ridiculed for 
tbe rerward s*«t which he adopted 
•nd compared to a "nonkey o« a 
stick," In th* course ef a few years 
Bloane demonstrated bis sterling abil- 
ity to sucH aa extant tliat lie soon be- 
cne Mcogntacd ss tbe best jockey 
IB Boglamd and was idolized even 
more thowujhly than the great Eng- 
lish rldfcr, Fred Archer, was in bis 
palmiest day. In (act, there are then- 
Mads of Englishmen today who de- 
clare that tbe "tin mn»" In the height 
of his fame was not so proficient In 
the saddle as Sloane. 


Bloane ft;st weat to England to ride 


In 1896, and In the Cambridgeshire of 
that year he had the mount on James 
R TCir.Vs St. Ole-jd. knt made to* 
cloce a finish uad wa« bagiea. hj. » 


;<jff Biargm- in 1897 Sloan* was «a« 
gaged t* rid* far Pierre Lo:J.llard, IT* 
bad pUannweasl success, particularly 
la the short dashes, where hi* quick* 
•ess ia retting away practically en- 
abled It 1m to heat the field at the fall 
ef the mar. The following year he wa« 
retailed by L»rd William Beresford, 
as well ai by Mr. LorlHurd, and rod* 
with continued success. 
The Prince 


of Wale* reeegglecd the worth ef the 
American by engaging him to ride bis 
ally Nmsiieh In the Oaks: but, through 
•• fault *f mean*'*. Nonsuch was left 
staedlng at the post. 
I/ater Sloane 


won the eld Cambridgeshire Handicap 
for the Trince of Wales on Nonsuch. 
In 1SOO Pica no rode for Eeresford and 
also hn<l mounts on horses owned by 
Mrs. Lnngtry. J. Blundei Maple, Sir 
J. Waldo Griffith and others. 


Sloaae was once reprimanded for aW 


leged boring ia. but his decline In pop- 
ular favor began with the bottle Inci- 
dent, In which an English waiter re- 
ceived the worst of the argument. 
Though still recognized as the greatest 
American jockey, ho was not nearly sb 
popular as the P.elff boys last sea-son. 
At the beginning of the year little 
Johnny Rote was installed as the Idol 
of the English race tracks, and the in- 
dications BOW are that Danny Mahur 
Is destined to enjoy the favoritism be- 
stowed two years ago on Sloane. 


Although the verdict of the Jock°y 


club exonerating Lester Relff was ex- 
pected en account of the favorable 
comments contained in the English pa- 
pers, the decls>ien wax TR elcomscl by all 
horsemen. 
Many expressed the opin- 


ion that now the Jockey club bad 
yielded to pnblic opinion and made 
one scapegoat among <*he Invaders the 
other Americans would be allowed to 
ride without persecution, provided they 
do not Infringe the rules. 


Mr. "William "C. Whitney was seen 


the other evening In reference to the 
decision of the Eugllsh Jockey club to 
deny a license to Tod Sloane. He stat- 
ed that he regretted the occurrence 
deeply and r-aid that he vras not aware 
that there was a rule of tlie English 
Jockey club by which a jockey could 
be ruled off for receiving a gratuity for 
winning a race. 


Mr. Whitney stated, however, that 


as yet he is not acquainted with the 
rules of the English turf and therefore 
could uot speak fully on the matter at 
present. Mr. Whitney expressed the 
opinion that Sloane was the greatest 
artist in his profession and paid a glow- 
ing tribute to his honesty and also 
said: "I fully believe that if ever Sloane 
made a mistake in a tace it conld be 
laid to his overeagerness and his over- 
confidencp in his ability to win. 
If 


Sloane states that he will vindicate 
himself before • the stewards of 
the 


Jockey club, doubtless he will do so. 
As yet it is premature to think what 
the stewards of tbe American Jockey 
club will do with the case." 


The sole topic of conversation at the 


Banning track in Washington the oth- 
er afternoon after the second race was 
the report that Sloane would not get a 
license from the stewards of the Eng- 
lish Jockey club. Philip J. Dwyer said 
that, in bis opinion, the English Jockey 
club made a move which was for the 
best Interests ef the turf. 


"Sloane," he said, "hag been lionized 


wherever h» has gone,, owing to the 
success be has aad, until he received 
the Idea that Ted Sloane was the one 
and only person ea the earth. He has 
been doing so many things his own 
way during th* past year that he is 
generally regarded as a disturber. 
What cauBPil the English Jockey club 
te rule as tk*y did Is beyond my Imag- 
taarion, bnt I believe that foul riding 
In races has as much to do with it as 
anything else;." 


Such vrell known owners as W. P. 


Burch, Tbra Henley, Charles Hill and 
many others all agreed that the deci- 
sion was for the best interest of the 
American turf. 


Opinion of sporting men in San Fran- 


cisco Is that under English ruling 
Sloane will be permitted to ride there. 
If he bad been actually barred off Eng- 
lish tracks, then he would have been 
barred there. Experts hold that the 
Intimation that his license would not 
be renewed next year is'Bot equivalent 
t* ruling off.

United States. Several manufacturers 
here have begun negotiations for se- 
curing the American rights of the con- 
trivance, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
This brake was dailgned so tbat it 
could be adjusted to suit any sire of 
tire and be equally effective on anj 
of them. The brake shoes are support- 
ed by a horseshoe shaped frame, which 
Is secured at its top to the operating 
mechanism, which in the case of the 
front wheel brake comprises a bracket 
for attaching the mechanism to the 
front fork crown, a coil spring to re- 
turn the brake to Jtg normal position 
after application and a cord, wire, light 
rod or other suitable connection from 
the handle bar tever for the purpose 
of raising the hor«*«hoe frame that the 
brake shoe* may be brought iato fric- 
tlonal contact with the rim. 


At the extremity of each arm of the

If it were not for the yultures, 1 do 


not know what Colon would be. There 
is no sewerage, and pools of filth abound 
in every block. Any town in any zone 
would be equally unhealthy, but the 
great discomfort is the humidity. The 
atmosphere is soaked with moisture. 
Ererything drips. 
In other cormtriei 


during the wet season the win falls reg- 
ularly at certain hours of the day. 


You fun expect a shower at Panama 


about 3 o'clock every afternoon during 
the rainy season and govern yourself 
accordingly. The rest of the day and 
the evening after 0 o'clock are delightful, 
and no one thinks of carrying an um- 
brella, but at Colon it rains all the time, 
and, according to the old proverb, it neT- 
er rains but it pours. It it the real thing 
by the bnelcetful. 
It seems as if the 


bottom had dropped out of the sky. 


Colon and Panama are 47 miles apart." 


The rainfall at Panama is about 92 inch- 
es annu..lly, or «bout 8 feet. The rain- 
fall at Colon is 250 inches annually, or 
about 21 feet, and the people get it aU 
in fire months, an average of four feet a 
month precipitation, while in Arizona 
they only hare a few inches. It takes 
all the rest of the year for the peoplo to 
get dry. The heat in the dry season it 
more icvere, but not so uncomfortable. 
TLe thermometer ranges from 80 to 90 
day and night. There is very little dif- 
ference in the temperature after dark, 
but people easily adapt themselves to the 
conditions, and there is a certain fasci- 
nation about the place that is difficult to 
comprehend.—Chicago Record.

The male flow- 
ers and the seed bearing female flower* 
are absolutely valueless, but all three 
look alike to the naked eye. So does the 
tincture prepared from them, and. like 
the other drugs mentioned, It doesn't 
yield to analysis. These tests will give a 
fair idea of the modern method of getting 
at facts about medicines. They are only 
a few out of many.

Local Movements of Men 
Who Robbed Mannesmann 


Tube We r .s Traced 


by Detective 


EFFORTS TO RECOVER THE BRASS 


Owners o? Tuba Works 
Trying 
to 


Locate What Was Stolen. Unusual 


Confession to Prove Alibi en 


Murder Charge 


Detectives and others have for some 


days been investigating; carefully the 
clues which it was though might have 
been given to the Fosburg i.iurder m 
PiUhlir'nl by Hie Hackett-Paitcraon- 
Qiiinn-Snuth sang, thp confession 'ot 
one of whose members v, as published 
in this paper when made. Thsy have 
come to the-concluslon, as reported yss 
terday, that the gang could have had 
nothing1 to do with 
the murder, al- 


though their course in confessing 
a 


iobber> ot bra«s at the Mannesman^ 
tube v,orkr, of \vh.ch they were noi 
evon suspected, in order to prove ar. 
alibi i£- i emarkable, and indicates that 
the gang was thoroughly frightened 
over some phase of their predicament. 


Local interest in the confess.on now 


centers 
largely in the possibility of 


finding the location of the brass which 
was stolen from the tube/works. Rep- 
resentatives of the owners of the workt 
have been engaged for some days in 
trying to learn something more of what 
the sans did \\ ith the brass that they 
stole, but bo far it has not been lo- 
cated. There will be a good deal of 
satisfaction to the local men interested 
in the Mannesmann plant in learning 
the sources of tone of the most import- 
ant of the robberies that have taken 
place there. Several of these have oc- 
curred, and it had been thought until 
now that they might all be the work 
of the same persons. 


The 
watchman, who was asked 


whether the statement that he was 
talked with by a member of the gang 
the day before the robbery was true, 
says that it was. He found one of the 
men under the influence of liquor in the 
grounds in the afternoon, and another 
man helped him to get the man oft the 
property. 


Detective Sherman has spent several 


days in the county looking up the story, 
and was in this city for a day, tracing 
the movements of the gang here. A 
story of what he learned of their move- 
ments at the time of the robbery is 
published in a Pawtucket paper, and 
that which is of local interest is given 
below. The article states that the four 
men did not stop at Gallup's boarding 
h'ouse, but^that two of them stopped 
at another house farther down Holden 
street. This is not believed to be true, 
however, Mr. Gallup remembers well 
the names of two 'of the gang, and the 
description of one or two of them cor- 
respnds with the description of mem- 
bers of the gang. Mr. Amlaw, who 
conducts the Berwick farther down the 
street, says that the detectiv* called 
there and said the men claimed to have 
stopped at his house. This, however, 13 
untrue, Mr. Amlaw says, as no men of 
their names or description stopped at 
his house. 


The Pawtucket story is as follows: 
"The gang arrived in North Adams 


Saturday afternoon. 
Two of them 


went out to the old tube mills at Zy- 
lonite which is about three miles from 
the center of North Adams1. Hacketf 
had a talk with the watchman about 
the place, which resembles the Dunneli 
print works, there being a number of 
mills close together. 
Hackett talked 


with the 'old man, who is named James 
A. Allen. At that time he was tending 
the pumps in one of the mills, and 
showed Hackett through the big mill, 
which contained an engine room with 
a big engine and steam pumps. Hackett 
got a good idea of the place and then 
meeting his pal, who was waiting out- 
side, went back to North Adams, Meet- 
ing the other two they walked around 
the city and then had supper. 


It was about 8 o'clock m the evening 


when they boarded 
the* electric car 


gcing to Valley Park, which is close 
by, two of them preceding the other 
two by about half an hour. It waj» pre- 
arranged that the first two should wait 
along the railroad track adjoining the 
mills until they saw the other two, who 
were to walk up the track.

1-etters or packages to be floliveveil just 
before Christmas should post the mat- 
ter earlier than would be necessaiy at 
other times there would be less darrer 
of delay in delivry- It would save 
valuable time and frequen t'oss if sack 
ages should bo cai«fully and stoutly, 
tied, plainly rtddresscd and properly 
stamped.
